T he peace negotiations are now be­ 
lieved to be advanced to a point w here 
the president has 
fell w a rra n te d in 
tu rn in g his a ttt ntlon to tho .‘^election of 
tile comml.ssloners to be charged by 
the United S tates w ith the d ra ftln g o f a 
treaty of p<-ace. So far as can be g a th ­ 
ered but one i.anse has been positively 
deiorm ined upon — th a t of Secretary 
Day, w ho will head the comml;-.sion. 
Deyond th a t point there Is no certainty, 
although som e prom inent nam es have 
been brought forward. 
Woodford, our 
latti m inister to Spain, h as been so 
mentioned. One of the nam es th a t finds 
universal 
ap p m v al 
am ong 
pers'ins 
ersed in diplt>maey is th a t of Eustis, 
x-am iiassador 
to 
France, 
w hose

T he naval offlcers h ave m ade up their 
minds th a t peace is a t hand, and are 
planning for a reduction of the naval 
establishm ent to a peace basis. 
The 
first step to be taken will be the retire- 
luent of tlie m onitors from active se r­ 
vice. 
The}' are uncom fortable c ra ft to 
live in, and afford the men little op­ 
portunity for general training. A nother 
m a tte r which has received a tte n tio n is 
the prom otions to be accorded to o f f ­ 
ers who have distinguished them selves 
during the hostilities.

CockAtoos. 


The cockatoos oonstitnte a branch of 
the great parrot family, and, with Ihe 
exception of the species which inhabits 
the Philippine islands, are pecnliar to 
the Australasian region. 


Leadbeater’s cockatoo is one of the 
most beautiful of the group, his white 
plumago being tinged with rose color— 
W. T. Greene, the great authority on 
cage parrots, describes it aptly as “ rasp­ 
berry and cream” color—but as his 
mental endowments are by no means 
equal to his personal attractions ho is 
leas popular as a pet than species with 
more intelligence than good looks. One 
point in liis favor must be mentioned— 
he is a less dutcrmined screamer than 
the majority of cockatoos. 
This, how­ 
ever, is not saying much. In his native 
woods of South Australia Leadbeater’s 
cockatoo is very shy and diflicult to ap- 
proiich. 
The birds sent to Europe, no 
doubt taken as nestlings in the majori­ 
ty of instaucus, remain usually wild 
and suspicious, though they boar cou- 
liiiomeut well and do not sutier from 
the cold. 


At homo in Australia tho cockatoo is 
not beloved of the farmer, and it can 
bo well imagined that a flock of those 
big birds, amounting often to thous'uids, 
connnit fearful havoc upon the crops. 
Hence it is shot down as renior.selessly 
a's the sparrow in England wlu>n it 
prow.s too numerous to be acceptable to 
the agriculturist. Like the rest of the 
grnus, this cockatoo usually makos its 
nest in a hollow tree, where th(^ l.cu 
lays two pure white eggs.—St. Louis

The RuiuUlltjr Meter. 


The amount of moisture pre.sent or 
tho humiiUty of the air is determined 
by a comparison of dry and wet bulb 
thermometers. 
They are both ordinary 
thermouieters, but the bulb of the latter 
is covered with muslin that is wet.

the latest form of instrument the ther­ 
mometers are mounted on arms carried 
! V a shaft that is rotated by a crank 
which is geared to the shaft. 
The mo­ 
tion of the shaft rotates the thermome­ 
ters in vertical planes and causes the 
water in tho muslin to evaporate moro 
or less rapidly, according to the aniount 
of moisture in the air. This evaporation 
lowers the temperature of the thermom­ 
eter, and from tables constructed after 
long experiments the degree of moisture 
can be determined by the difference in 
temperature between the two thiirmom* 
eters,—E. J. Prindle in Popular Science.

Speaking of strange and sad occor- 
rences, none conid be more remarkable 
than the death and burial of Charles 
Carter, a well known farmer residing 
near Rassell. 
He was cleaniug out nn 
fi’il '^ell when the quicksand suddenly 
cavMl in ou bim, leaving only bis bead 
and chest exposed. 
When the alarm 
was giveu, hundreds of people assem­ 
bled and wont heroically to work to 
save their neighbor. It was found that 
nothing could be done toward removing 
tho sand about Carter’s body, so a par­ 
allel well was dug and a tunuel run 
from it into tho old well, but eveu then 
the body could not be removed so close­ 
ly was it grasped by the sands. 
It was 
found that a rope attached below Car­ 
ter’s arms would pull tho body into 
parts without witlidrawing its covered 
portion, and tliat method had to be 
abnndoned. Carter was coiiscious nnd 
talked with his rescuers, but at the end 
of 58 hours he died. 
By this time an 
enormous crowd had gathered, nnd all 
sorts of plans were suggested for recov­ 
ering the body, but finally it was de­ 
termined to make tho well the dead 
man’s tomb, and it was iillod up after 
religious services had been held upon 
its brink. 
The well was 48 feet deep, 
and perhaps no other Kansan ever found 
quite so strange a burial place.—Kan­ 
sas City Journal.
